PEA8 AS A LATE GARDEN CROP 
Oarden peas belong among vege­ 
tables which require at least mod­ 
erately cool weather for maximum 
plant vigor and production, For this 
reason practical gardeners stress 
them in early spring with first plant­ 
ings made as early in March as soil 
conditions permit. Of course, peas 
are immune to light frosts. These 
two facts Indicate how well peas fit 
Into late summer and fall gardening 
plans and practices. 
Most suitable late varieties require 
60 to 80 days to reach bearing age 
from date of planting. This means 
that peas planted around August 
IO to 15 should begin bearing some­ 
time between October IO and 25.

NEW FACTS ABOUT CORN 
FAR WORMS 
Far too frequently in the past 
have farmers and gardeners ac­ 
cepted the corn ear worm as a de­ 
structive pest to be encountered j 
year after year with few hopes for 
reducing Its ravages. This, of course. 
is an unwarranted surrender. This 
enemy can be defeated Its defeat 
requires 
no 
costly 
or 
scientific 
equipment or materials. Every sweet 
corn grower should, therefore, know 
and 
practice 
the 
most effective 
measures of control and constantly 
seek to add to his knowledge of 
methods of prevention. 
First in importance at this time 
of the year is the fact that actual 
damages can be greatly reduced by 
treating the ear silks with medicinal 
mineral oil. Details of this simple 
and inexpensive treatment will be 
gladly furnished readers who have 
not

about 
this 
method of crop protection Such -ap­ 
plications must be made about tile 
fourth day after ears “shoot,” bet­ 
ter known as silk production, 
j 
Among the less widely known 
principles of ear worm control is 
the demonstrated fact that fewer 
moths emerge in the spring from 
j-oils liberally supplied with organic 
matter 
than 
from soils 
lacking 
humus. This is explained by two 
vital truths In ear worm studies. 
When the last brood of worms 
reach full size in late com, they 
gnaw their way out through the 
husks or emerge via the ear tip and 
drop to the ground. There they bur- 


obstructed to within an inch or less 
of the soil surface so the fragile 
and almost 
helpless m o t h can' 
emerge the next spring. This moth 
lays the eggs from which the feed­ 
ing ear worms hatch. Therefore, in 
soils lacking organic matter there 
is a better chance for the moth to 
find 
its 
emergence 
tunnel 
still 
smooth and open after the pupa 
transforms in late spring. 
Another factor Influencing pupal 
survival was discovered in studies 
of this enemy. Apparently the pres­ 
ence of plenty of organic matter in 
the corn soil is favorable to develop­ 
ment of a parasitic fungus which 
kills the dormant pupae. One ex­ 
tensive test showed no egg-laying 
moths emerging from humus-filled J 
soil In five years, although pupa** 
were placed there for the test. 
For several years the editor has 
been urging sweet corn growers to 
plow or disk their corn soil In late 
fall or early spring ta expose the 
over-wintering forms and to disrupt 
the tunnels by which the moths 
emerge. Additional tests prove that 
late fall plowing is the mast effec­ 
tive means of accomplishing this

One additional note of warning 
should be appended to these sug­ 
gestions in ordef to augment the 
efforts of sweet corn growers to get 
rid of this costly crop enemy.

GARDENERS CAN 
SAVE ON HIGH 
COST OF FOOD 


Brices of fresh vegetables in the 
markets of this country for several 
years have averaged fifty per cent 
higher than in the boom period from 
1920 to 1929 
Market growers as a whole have 
not enjoyed excessive profits, because 
of increases in labor, transportation 
and materials used to produce their 
crops 
Should a substantial drop 
come in their prices, profits might 
be wiped out, 
Government purchases to support 
fresh vegetable prices are not re­ 
quired by law’ except in the case 
of potatoes. Support may be given 
however, when prices to the grower 
fall below parity, and money in the 
support fund 1$ available, subject to 
the discretion of department of ag­ 
riculture authorities. 


Parity this year will probably be 
higher, owing to advances in some 
factors which enter into its calcula­ 
tion. The purpose of parity is to in­ 
sure that each pound of vegetables 
which the grower Hells, will bring 
him money enough to buy as much 
as he could with the proceeds of his 
crop in the base period, 1920-29, 
When government authorities buy 
to support prices of a crop which 
is falling below the parity standard, 
the purchased goods are disposed of 
out of the market Quantities avail­ 
able to the public are thereby re­ 
duced, and market prices rise as 
a result. 
With all these influences at work 
to maintain prices, bargains in fresh 
vegetables this summer are extreme­ 
ly unlikely, except to the home 
gardener, By growing his own veg­ 
etables, he Is able to turn his leisure 
hours into food for the table, or for 
home canning or freezing. If he 
counts as a money saving the retail 
value of the vegetables he grows 
and uses, he will find that by choos­ 
ing a home garden as his recrea­ 
tional hobby, he has made a sub­ 
stantial reduction In the high cast 
of living In addition to this saving. 
he can make available tx) his family 
a much wirier selection of vegetables 
than can be found In the market,
